1. Whether a'Neecile may be Co toucht upon any Magnet, as 
not to point to the true North and South > &c. 

2. Whether different Load-Stones^ will give different dire- 
6):ions ? or, whether fainter or ftronger touches, upon one and 
the fame Magnetjwill caufe any Variation in the directions? dv. 

To thefe the Induftrious Mr. Sellers returns this Anfwer : 

To ^cFirfl'f That he had often made tryal with many 
Needles touching them in each Hemifphere of the Stone, with all 
variety of wayes he could imagine,to find, if it were poffible by 
that means to caufe any of thefe Needles to vary in its diredicn 
but, that he alwayes found the contrary 5 all of them conform- 
ing to the Magfietical Meridian , and (landing North and Sonth^ 
as other Needles , that were toucht upon the very Pole of the 
Stone. He adds , that forae of thefe Experiments he trycd in 
London^ when there was no Variation known. 

To the Second 5 i. That, upon frequent tryals of touching 
Needles upon different Load-Stones, of {"everal bigneflcs, as alfo 
of different vcrtue 5 the feveral Needles , touched upon thefe 
different Stones, gaveallof them the fame diredions. This he 
thinks is confirm'd by nil the Needles and Sea-Compajfes^ made in 
ieveral parts of the World, and confequently touched upon fe- 
veral Stones of feveral Countries, yet all agreeing in this Mag- 
netical Harmony. that they all give the fame direftions. 2. That 
having fometimes drawn a Needle^only over the Pole of the Stone, 
within the Sphere of its vertue , without at all touching the 
Stones it hath received the fame direftive quality from the 
Stone, as if it had been really toucht upon the Stone it fllf^ 
though not altogether fo ftrong, as if it had toucht the Stone. 
Again, that having toucht Needles upon the Stone, with fa/nt 
ffrokcs, and other Needles with Jironger, all thefe Needles re- 
ceived the fame cffeft fiom the Stone, both for ffrength and di- 
rcftion 5 he conceiving.that 'tis not the fainter or Jironger touch- 
es upon the Stone, nor the multiplicity of Strokes, that varies 
the Needles ({tength or diredlion ^ but that the Nature of the 
Steel, whereof the Needle is made, and the Temper that is given

thereunto, caufeth different effeds, as to the ftrength »it recei- 
veth from the Stone 5 hirafelf as having tryed all forts of 
Stedi that he could poffibly procure, and all the different T^«?- 
prs he could imagine, for the moft powerful receiving and re- 
taining the vertue from the Load Stene ; wherein he affirms to 
have iully fatisfied hiralelf, fo that he can infufe fuch vertue into 
a piece of Steely that it Ihall take up a piece of Iron of two 
Ounces weight or more 5 and give alfo to a Needle^ the vertue 
of conforming to the Magnetical Meridian, mthotit the help of a 
Load-Stone^ or any thing elfe , that hath received vertue there- 
from; 

So far this Jnjiverer , whom as we cannot but much commend 
for his diligence infearching, andfranknefs of communicating^ 
ib we give thefe particulars to the publickj that further Tryals 
may be made by others, for more difcovery 5 hoping withall, 
that the fame Ir.quifitivc perfbn , that hath made thefe returns , 
will not fcruple to add to them the wayes, he ufes "for infufing 
that Jllagnetical vertue into Steel and 'Needles^ without the help
